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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method and apparatus for monitoring the 
concentration of magnetically labeled analyte in a flowing fluid streams, 
classified in class 210, subclass 695. 

II. Claims 9-29, drawn to methods and apparatuses for moving magnetizable 
objects in microfluidic flow channels, classified in class 137, subclass 827. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Invention I is drawn to a method and apparatus 
for monitoring the concentration of magnetically labeled analyte in flowing fluid streams 
using a magnetoresistive sensor. Invention II is drawn to methods and apparatuses for 
moving magnetizable objects using magnetic microfluidic flow sorters or magnetic 
microfluidic pumps. Furthermore, Invention II does not have monitor anything. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search 
required for all the inventions is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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The invention of Group II of the application contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention:

If the applicant elects the invention of Group II, then the applicant is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

A telephone call was made to Kevin Wintgate on September 22, 2003 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
